I weniy six of tin* twenty-seven 
women brought to trial on charges 
of murder in this city in the last 
twelve years have b»*en acquitted 
by Cook county juries, while the 
records show that about 
75 
per 
cent of the women tried for larceny 
and 
other 
misdemeanors 
have 
been convicted. 
In 
addition 
to 
this a score or 
more of women charged with as­ 
sault with a deadly weapon have 
escaped punishment. 
The only woman found guilty of 
murder in this period was Mrs. Vir­ 
ginia Troupe, who was convicted of 
killing her husband, W. I). Troupe, 
several years ago, and sentenced to 
fourteen years’ imprisonment. 
In a large majority of ihe cases 
tin' 
defendants 
confessed, 
but 
blended extenuating circumstances. 
Most of the killings grew out of 
hilliest ic 
disputes, 
the 
women 
pleading justification on the ground 
hat they had been 
neglected 
or 
ruellx treated. 
Self defense was 
the plea of the fair defendants in 
lait a dozen cases. 
Every one of the cases has been 
vigorously prosecuted by the stat! 
but without success. In several in­ 
stances, the jury was even urged 
o int lid the death pe nalty because 
he act seemed premeditated and 
lacking 
in 
extenuation 
eircum- 
tanci s. 
In view of this record unusual 
interest is h* ing manifested by tile 
public in the case of Ruby Dean, 
a pretty cabaret singer, on trial in 
tin criminal court charged with the 
murder 
of 
Dr. 
Leon 
Quitman. 
Criminologists and sociologists art 
closely watching his trial. 
Maclay Boyne .state’s attorney, 
often has declared that it is im­ 
possible 
to convict a woman of 
murder in Cook county. 
“Jurymen seem to be influenced 
by sentiment, sympathy or the per­ 
sonality 
of the defendant,” said 
State’s Attorney Boyne.
